8 ſoon as a War broke 
5 W aps out upon the Conti- 

nent, the Jriſh and 
Hae Scots Patizans of the 
E WMevalier, at the Court 
Bi YA! of Madrid, judged it a 
V X fit oc: "ret to put 
their Scheme of Rebellion in Practice, 
and propoſed an Invaſion both in Ireland. 
and Scotland, pretending they had very 
clear and good Proofs of a ſtrong Spirit 
of Diſcontent, working in both Coun- 
tries; ſo that with a ſmall toreign Force 
a Revolution might with Probability of 
Succeſs be attempted, This was ts 
2 we 
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well received at Rome the eldeſt Son of 
the Chevalier de St. George having 
ſtudied for ſome Years every thing he 
thought requiſite, to furniſh himſelf for 
an Expedition of this Nature: But per- 
haps it had not taken Effect ſo ſoon, if 
his future Secretary Me Murray had 
not re ported to him, that it was eaſy 
to raiſe the Clans, if he could be ſure 
of any Aſſiſtance from France. At this 
very Time the Paniards were employ- 
ed in driving the French into a War 
declared againſt uz ; and Cardinal Aqua- 
diva, being let into the Secrets of the 
Ch-valicr's Intelligence, undertook that 
his. Catholick Majeſty ſhould make a 
Point of th's likewiſe, and oblige France 
to take a Part in this Scheme and 
grant Prince Edward ſuch Succoms as 
might appear requiſite for carrying his 
intended Invaſion into immediate Execu- 
tion. But upon Application to the 
Court of Verſai/les, many Difficultics 
aroſe; for ſeveral of the French, Min- 
iſters being perſuaded they had already 
more upon their Hands then they could 
well manage, vehemently oppoſed adding 
| | a ne W 
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a new and expenſive Project, to tboſe 
with which they were perplexed before. 
But there were three Perſons ia the 
Council of that Kingdom determined to 
ſupport this Ditpofition from very dif- 
ferent Motives, who though they did 
not avow it publickly, were however 
determined to bring it about. Cardinal 
ſencis owed his Hat to the Chevalier, 
and was always his declared Partizan. 
M. de Saxe had an irreconcilable and 
hereditary Hatred to be gratified by 
this Meaſure. And M. 4e Belleifle 
judged it agreeable to his general Sy- 
tem ; the Baſis of which was, that the 


more his Majeſty's Affairs were em- 


broil'd the more neceſſary his ' Services 
would be; and the more, conſequently, 
himiclf and his Family conſider'd - Bat 
though theſe grear Men concurred in 
the Deſign, they would none of them 
venture propoſing to invite the Cheva- 
lier or either of his Sons into France, 
but reſoly'd to procure that Step to be 
taken, without Formality, by the In- 
terpoſition of Cardinal Aquaviva, that 
they might alterwards be able to diſa- 
vow it; B Ac-

| 
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Accordingly this Method was taken, 
and Cardinal Aguaviva ſollicited the 
Chevalier to content to his cldeſt Son's 
ſetting out, even before a formal Invi- 
tation came from Paris ;--for he was 
latisfied, that notwithſtanding any Ap- 
pearances, the great Men at Court might 
wear, they would be very glad to ſece 
and aſſiſt the young Man, who, on his 
Side, was ſo defirous of ſhewing himſelf, 
and ſo confident of Succels, that he never 
leſt teazing his Father, (whoſe Experi- 
ence made him leſs ſanguine, ) till he ob- 
tain'd his Conſent; but this was not till 
he had certain Advice from France that 


they were meditating an Invaſion on 


Eruland, which was in the Winter of 
1743, and then he enter'd on the necea- 
tary Preparations, It was the Month 
of February 1744, before every 1 hing 
was rcady and the neceſſary Remittances 
hxed, in caſe he ſhould think proper to 
act upon his own Plan of going into 
pang, inſtead ot landing with the 
rench Troops, whu were on the Point 

q en barking when he left Keme.. The 
Manner of his Departure, which was 
entirely

ertircly in the Lalian Strain, and his 


Journey to Cena, where he took up 


tome Bills of Exchange, which were 
duly paid, made a fine Italia Piece — 
which was preſented to all the Friends 
of the Family at Nene. 


On his Arrival at Paris he was very 
coldly received, more eſpecially by the 
Min ttry ; and the King 1ecemed a little 
ſurprized at the Abruptneſs of his Ap- 
pearance.— But notwithſtanding this, 
{ome of the Miniſters and the Relatigns 
of his Family, welcomed him in another 
Manner, and perſwaded him to go and 
parade at Druniirh where they were 
ſtill crying on the Farce of an Tnva- 
tion; in which he was brought to act 
his Part, but not without ReluQtancy. 
This threw lim in fome Mratnre out 
with the {rench Curt, who left him 
to mind his own Scheme and Projects 
without any apparent Countenance, all 
the next Spring, 


By this kin! of Management, he fplit 
his own little Party into Factions, who

were as warm in their Debates as furi— 
dus in their Conteſts, and as much ſour'd 
in their Opinions, by theſe different Sen- 
timents about the Meaſures he was to 
take, as if that all their Projects had not 
been alike empty and chimerical. 
Thote who follow'd him from Rome 
weile abſolutely moulded by his Enclina- 
tions; they were perfect Courtiers, had 
nothing to loſe but their Lives; an! 
by having experienced a.long Scene of 
Misfortunes, were grown in ſome Mea- 
lure carelets about them. They mag- 
nified the Project extolled the Courage, 
and hoped mighty Things from the For- 
tunc of their Chief; his very Perſon was 
an Army, and his Preſence ſufficient to 
make a whole Nation revolt. The old 
Cavaliers, who bad remained long in 
Exile in France, and were heartly weary 
of the Uſage they had met with there, 
ran very eaſily into the ſame Way of 
thinking, and were eager for entering up- 
on Action. But the wiſeſt Heads, and 
greateſt Men among them, were in 
Sentiments directly oppoſite; they laid,

confoun| his Enemies and put the King 
and his Miniſters under a Neceſſity of 
owning, aſſiſting, and ſupporting him 
for ever, Thus they managed, cheated, 
and betraycd both Parties, 


The Arrival of the Pretender's Son 
in France, could not but give great Rea- 
ton to ſuſpect that ſomething was me- 
ditating there in his Favour , not was 


it long before there appear'd evident 


Signs of an intended TIftyalion, though, 
as 1 have ſhewn, this perfidious Court 
pretended to have Knowledge ot the 
young Chevalicr's Journey; and it was 
even ſuggeſted by the French Parity in 
Holiaua, that M de Amelot was remov'd, 
and diſgrac'd, for having given the young 
Adventurer thole Hopes which drew 
him into Fraxce. 


However, in the Summer ef the Year 
1745, it was known that fome Prepa- 
iat ions Were privately making tor an Ex- 

pedition

edition in Favour of the Pretender; and 
for that Purpoſe, an Officer ia the French 
Navy raited a Company of one Hundred 
Men, under Pretence that they were for 
the Aa/t-India Company's Service, which 
were ſtiled Graf/ens de Mer, and were 
handſomely cloathed in Blue faced with 
Red; (who we have fince had the Plea- 
lure of ſceing Piiloners of War at Car- 
i e) They were put on board a Fri- 
gat carrying cighteen Guss; and every 
Thing being now ready, the young De- 
puty Pretender came piivately from the 
Houſe of the Duke % Fits James, to 
Port J. Sie in £7171 4nty, where on the 
14th of /uy he embarked with about 
Filty dc ch and i, in order to have 
failed round treland, and to land in the 
North-Weſt of Scotland This Frigat 
of his was joined of Helle-Iſſe by the 
Elizabeth, a Men of War ot ſixty Guns, 
taken from us by the {rench in the laſt 
War, and now extremely well mann'd 
for this Service. In their Paſſage they 
tell in with a Fleet of Engliſh Merchant- 
men, under the Convoy of thite Men 
of War, one ot which, yiz, the Lion,

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Capt ett e gaged the Elisabeth ſot 
nine Hours; but four atrer the | rgage- 
ment began, the Frigat bore away, and 
continued her intended Voyage. The 
HliSabeth when Night came on, made 
all the Sail ſhe could to get elcar, end 
returned to Hreſt, quite ditabled, having 
her Ciptain ard fixty-four Men Killed, 
and one hun ired and thirty wounded. 
She had on board a large Sum of Money ere 
and Arms for teveral thoufind Men, BL Y.* 
which were to have been larded with 
the Pretender, for the Uſe of his Ad- WW elf 
herents. As for the Frigat, beforemen- I ©* 
tioncd, ſhe flood in fer the Coaſt of 
Lochabar, and anchored betwixt the

* MULL lies in Argyleſtire. The Air is 
temperately cold and moiſt, being qualified with 
Breezes from the Mountains, of which there is a 
reat Ridge in the Middle, one fo high that it is 
cen from all the Weſtern Iſlands, and from a great 
Part of the Continent : There is good Paſturage ; 
their Hoxſes and Black Cattle are ſmall but 
Ilrizt.tly, and the latter very good Meat.

great Variety of Plants, ſome Woods, and Plen- 
ty of Turf and Peat. Here are ſeveral Bays and 
Places for Anchorage, of which that of Duart, on 
the Eaſt-Side is moſt frequented. The Coaſt, 
elpecilly Lochleffen-Bay, abound with Herring, 
Cod, Ling, Cockles, Muſcles ; and here are allo 
Seals, Otters, and Vipers; and leveral Rivers that 
abound with Salmon and Pearl Muſcles ; and 
Freſh- Water Lakes that abound with Trout and 
Eels. Tis well Water'd, and has three Caſtles, 
the Chief of which is Caſtie-Dilard, ona Promon- 
tory near the South-Faſt Corner of the Ifland, 
Here are likewiſe ſeveral old Forts, ſuppoſed to 
have been built by the Dancs. The Inhabitants, 
Who, except a few, are Proteſtants, have two 
Pariſh Churches and a little Chapel. There are 
ſeveral Iflands in the Bay, ſome of which have 
Forts, The late Duke of Argyle became its Pro- 
prietor _ the Forfeiture of the Family of Mac- 
lean. *Tis divided by a Channel not halt a League 
broad from Lochabar Swonard, and Moidart ; and 
upon the North-Eaſt is ſcarce four Miles from the 
Morvein Part of the Continent. It has one good 
Road called Polcarf. 
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mirous, Mac Danalgs; Sinarts, and ſ me 
other Clans, in Number about 1 50 then 
he ſet up his Standard on the 16th cf 
Augnſ}, and choſe for his Motto, Tanten 
Triumphaus, i e At length Triumphant. 


As the Cameronr. were the moit di- 
ſtinguiſned Clan in the Rebel Army, and 
of which the celebrated Mits 7cn1y is a 
Branch, I thought it might not be im- 
proper to give the following Account cf 
them. The preſent Lechiæl. Chiet of that 
Name, pretends to be lineally deſcended 
from Hugh the firſt of that Family, which 
is of about 700 Years ſtanding There has 
been a conſtant Succeſſion of Great Men 
down from the ſaid Sir Hugh, to tho 
preſent Lochiel, famous in the late Re- 
bell bon. The Revenue of the Eſtate is 
ahout zoo l. per Annum, excluſive of 
the Wood that is now on it. Some cf 
the Mcerchints of If hitehaven have of 
late had large Dealings with young Lo- 
chi for Timber,

reſided Long 


preſent Sir Veh Comeran having 
ia France and N me, is 
ſtrongly 
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ſtrongly attached to the Hceuſe of art: 
He came over with the Pretender in 
1715, and went b.ck again with him 
to France. When the late Rebellion 
broke out in 1745, he embark*d with 
the Chevalier in his Fxpe ition againft 
Scot aud; where, though he was eighty 
Years of Age, he behaved with fur- 
przing Activity As foi young 20» 
cut he was never Abroad with his Fa- 
ther but lived quictly at Fiume upon 
his Eſtate; and it is ſuppoſed he knew 
nothing of the intended Invaſion till aſter 
the young Preten fer landed in Scotland; 
when he teceiv'd a Summons to naile 
the Clan, come at their Head, and 
join the Standard. But young Lechret 
not liking to med dle in 1o dangerous an 
Affair, delay'd it for the Space of ſix 
Weeks, though the young Pretender, 
and. his Father were. all that Time at the 
Houſe of Mac Dovxatld of Kinloch Mi- 
dart. At laſt the young Deputy Pre- 
tender came to Anacary, with about 
fifty Perſons in his Retinue, together 
with old Sir Hugh Cameron; on their 
Arriyal the old Gentleman immedrately 

N ſhe wed 
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ſhewed himſelf to his Clan, who were 
overjoy'd to ſee their old Chief amongſt 
them again ; and the Son had nothing 
left him but to obey his Father's Com- 
mand like his other Vaſſals. 


The Clan of the Cimrrans are about 
eight hundred fighting Men; there are 
but a few Gentlemen ot the Name now 
ſettl.d in Scotland, though there is a con- 
ſiderable Number of them in the Ser- 
vice of France and Spain. The chief 
Branch of this Family was Mr Cameron 
of Gland: //ery, Father of the celebrated 
Miſs 7enny. The Eftate of Giandeſery 
does not exceed 150 l. per Annum, yet 


he can taiſe very near as many Men as 
his Chief. 


The Pretender being now join'd by 
the whole Clan of the Gamerons of Lo- 
chiel, the Mac Donalds of Glengary, the 
Stuarts of Appin, and ſome other of the 
Clans, his Army amounted to about 
two Thouſand Men, when, on the 2oth 
of Augujt, he appear'd with his Forces 
near Fort William, and about this I ime 

| Wy diſpers'd 
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diſpers'd many of his Father's Mani- 
ſeſto's, one of which was Dated in 1743, 
that plainly ſhew'd a Diverſion was then 
intended; another in 1745, declaring 
his Son Regent; and a Third, contain- 
ing large Promiſes to the People of &ot- 
land. Soon efter this, two Companies 
of St. Clair's Regiment fell in with the 
Rebels, whom they were ſent to recon- 
noitre, and were moſt of them taken 
Priſoners ; as was Capt. Sweetenham, of 
Guiſe's Regiment, ſoon after, but he 
was releas'd upon his Parole : However, 
he immediately poſted up to Londen, 
where he gave the firſt and moſt diſtin@ 
Account of the Force, Situation and 
Deſign of the Rebels, who now began 
to think themſelves ſtrong enough to 
march Southward ; which they imme- 
diately prepar'd to do. 


Licutenant-General Sir Johx Cope, Kt. 
of the Bath, was at that UI:me Com- 
mander in Chief of the King's Forces 
in Scotland, and had the Direction of 
Military Affairs there; in Purſuance of 
which, he drew together the Troops

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then in that Kingdom arm'd the Mili. 
tia and took what other Precautions he 
theught neceſſary, and then judg'd it 
proper to march Northward. in ot. 
der to find out the Rebels, ' exp«Cting 
to meet with them at the Chain ; which 
is the Name given to the great Roa!

On the 14th they directed their March 
Faſtward, towards Edinburgh, which 
they entered on the 17th, being not only 
invited, but ſollicited thereto by the Ja- 
cobites in and about that City, who well 
knew that the well- affected Inhabitants 
would have baffled any Artempt upon it, 
if they had got the Fencing of the City 
finiſhed, and the Thouſand Men levied 
and trained, who were tu be raiſcd 
by the voluntary Subſcription, *

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theſe, fire Hundred of the chief Inha- 
bitants of the City, Lawyers, Writers, 
I hy ſicians, and even Divines, to k up 
Arms for the Delence of the Town. 
Ab ut twenty-three Patterarocs, and 
Ship-Guns, were placed at the Gates, and 
on the Baſtions of the City Walls, Theſe 
Volunteers, Se continued under Arms 
all Sunday Night, and likewite on An- 
diy, till Five o'Clock in the Afterncong 
at which Time Garairer's and H.innbiee 
ton's Dragoons retired from C- H inge 
towards Mnf -lhnrch on the approach— 
of the Van guard of the Rebels, who 
put the Inhabitants cf the City into tome

p-oaching, However, the Volunteets, &. 
continued under Arms, waiting for Or- 
ders to take their reſpective Stations,

At this Time, ſeveral Perfons preſents 
ed a Petition to the Provoſt, de firing that 
a Meeting of the Inhabitants might It 
call'd, to com ſider whether they ſhould 

The 
Fire-Bell was accordingly rung; which 
the Perions under Arms took as a Sig. 
nal for bringing them to the Place of 
Rendezvous, and immediately drew up,

In this Meeting, a Letter from the

The Forces un 'er Sir John Cope, were 
Major-General Flamilton's and Colonel 
Garginer's Dragoons ; Licutenant-Gene- 
ral Sue 8, Colonel Lee's.

of Louaon's Regiment of Foot; but of 
theſe, there was only one complear : A 
great Number of Volunteers from &din- 
burgh, and other Places, offercd to juin 
them; but Sir John Cope refuſed their 
Aſſiſtance, for fear of confuſing h's Men, 
about Three in the Morning, it being 
very dark, our PFatrotes ccu!'d fcarce 

receive aay Motion they. made, every 
Thing ſecmed ſo quite: But about this 
Hour, the Patroles, reported them to 


'be 
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be in full March, in great Silence, to- 
wards the Eaſt; at Four they reported, 
that they were continuing their March 
North-Eaſt. From this it appeared they 
deſigned to attack our Left-Flank with 
their main Body; and upon the Gene- 
ral's being informed that this was their 
Intention, he ordered the Diſpc ſit ion to 
be changed, by which he brought our 
Front to theirs, and ſecured cur Flanks 
by ſeveral Dykes on our Right, towards 
Tranen with our Leit Flank inclining 
to the Sea. The Moment this Diſpo- 
ſition was compleated, three large Bodies 
in Columns of their pick'd-out High- 
landers, came on with great Swiftneſs, 
and the Column which was advancing 
towards cur Right, where our Train was 
poſted, atter receiving our Diſcharges, 
almoſt in an Inſtant, and before Day 
appear'd, ſ:iz'd the Train, and threw it 
into the utmoſt Conſuſion, a Body of 
about one Hundred Foot which the Ge- 
neral had poſted there to guard it. All 
Endeavours, in every Shape, wete tried 
by him, Brigadier Fowke, the Earls Lou-

deing over powered by Numbers, they 
rere obliged to ſurrender Priſoners; ard 
he Field Pieces and Baggage were all 
zken, The ttarls of Loudon and Fiume, 
iſtet rallying the Dragoons, went off 
vith them to Lander, and from thence 
he next Day to Perw:ck. Brigadier 
owhe and Colonel Lafceller came back 
o Dunbar, and Sir John Cope went to 
er:vick - This is by tome called the 
Battle of Pre/ton-Pans, from the Place 
ear it, which takes its Name from the 


heNumber of Sait-Pans there; but it is 
ſe te properly ſtil'd the Battle of Caiaſ- 
on-, ſince that was the Field of Battle 


being a wide barren Heath, about ſeven 
iles Eaſt of Edinburgh. 


Before I conclude this unfortunate 
Aftair, I will only obſerve, that not- 
it hſtanding our Soldiers were ſtruck 
rith ſuch a Panuick as occaſioned them 
o act beneath the Dignity of the Cauſe 
which they were engaged; yet it is 
mycrlally allowed that all their Offi- 
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cers did their Duty, and well ſupported 
the Honour of that Character due to true mo 
Britons; in particular, it will be doing 
Juſtice to the Merit of the brave Colo- 
nel Gardiner, to ſay, that he did all that 
could be expected from the moſt gallant 
and experienc'd Officer to rally his Dra- 
goons; but finding his utmoſt Efforts in 
vain ; and ſeeing an Offfcer (who com- 
manded the Foot) fall, the Colonel in- 

ſtantly diſmounted, ſnatch'd up a half 
Pike, and took upon him the Com- 
mand of the Foot, at whoſe Head he 
fought till he was brought down by 
three Wounds, one in his Shoulder by 1 
Ball, another in his Forehead by a Broad 
Sword, and the third, which was his 
mortal Stroke, in the hinder Part of his 
Head, by a Lichabar Ax, this Wound 
was given him by a Highlander, who 
came behind him, while he. was reach- 
ing a Stroke at an Officer with whom he 
was ergaged : [jc is regretted not only by 
his Friends, and thoſe of the preſent Gor 
vernment, but even amongſt thoſe againſt

They took Leave of Cirliſſe, Aluſh'd 
with their Succeſs; ſome of them being

at the Time of the Rebellion à large Maſs-Houkſe, 
which the Mob could not be reſtrained trom pul- 
ling down. At the Head or Extremity of four 
Streets, Which are clean and well paved, ſtands 
the Exchange, where from Eleven to One o 
Clock every Day, Merchants, and Maſters of 
Ships meet for Buſineſs; over which is the Town 
Hall, where the Mayor and Aldermen meet, to 
regulate the Affairs of the Corporation. It is the 
moſt flouriſhing Sea-Port Town in theſe Parts, 
and it may juſtly be ſaid to vie with the City of 
Briſtol, the lecond Port in England, its Cuſtoms 
being encreaſed eight or ten Fold within thele 
Forty Years paſt ; and tho' the Town is ſaid to 
be above three T imes as large as it was in the Be- 
ginning of the late king Jauss Reign, yet they 
continue ſtill to build conſiderably, being well 
provided with Clay for waking Bricks, of which 
there are many ſtately Houtes raiſed, The Inhabi. 
tants are moſtly Merchents, who drive a vaſt 
Trade, with good Succeſs and large Stocks, to all 
the Northern Parts of the World, particularly 
Harburg, Nruch and the Baltick ; — ber 
2 Drit!

The next Day a Party of the Rebel 
moſtly mounted on Horfes taken at Pre- 
fion-Pans, were at Aſbton, receiving the 
Exciſe, Land-Tax, Sc.

It is very remarkable, that in their 
whole Progreſs, no Diſcoveries could be 
made of the Routs they intended to take 
becauſe they were never given out above 
an Hour before their March began, and 
neither Officers nor Soldiers knew ove!

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Morning ; which Secrecy, in all Proba- 
bility, preſerv'd them from Deſtruction; 
firce, however formidable they might 
de at a Diſtance, it was the Opinion of 
others as well as my ſelf, that they were 
very far from making a dreadful Appear 
ance, In the mean time the Duke's 
Army was forming in Stafford/bire ; for, 
upon the Approach of the Rebels, it 
was. reſolv'd that his Royal Highn«tz | 
ſhould be.ſent down to command the 
Forces in that Part of the Kingdom; and 
accordingly he arriv'd at Litchfi:ld on 
the 28th of November; his Troops at 
that Time being canton'd, with a Line 
of Cavalry in their Front, from Tam- 
worth to Stafford, making a very fine 
Appearance, being well ſurniſh'd with 
Artillery, and whate ver elſe was requiſite 
lor the Service. As for the Forces of 
which his Army confiſted, I will only 
lay, that the following was looked upon 
at that Time to be the molt authentic 
unt.

The Army under the Command d thi 
Field-Marſhal Vade began to move t- va 
wards the latter End of the Month, the fon 
Cavalry havirg reach'd to Darlin" the 
and Richmond by the 25th ; and on the 221 
agth, the Marſhal with the Infantin:

to cantun the whole Army in the adja- 
cent Villages, looking upon this as their 
moſt convenient Situation, either for diſ- 
treſſing the Enemy, in caſe they ſhould 
attempt to return, or for co-operating 
with his Royal Highneſs's Forces, as 
Occaſion ſhould require. By theſe well 
concerted Diſpoſitions, all Apprehenſi- 
ons of Danger were in a great Meaſure 
taken off, and the Country People be- 
gan every where to recover their Spirits, 
and put themſelves in the beſt Poſture 
of Defence they could, in caſe of their 
being viſited by theſe Highland Inva- 
ders. Such was the Situation of things 
at the Cloſe of November 1745, 


The Inhabitants of Scarborough being 
ſenſibly alarm'd at the rapid Progreſs of 
the Rebels, and the Danger their Town 
was expos'd to, it viſited (they having 
ſome Time before ſubſcribed 320 J. for 
the Service of the Government) oa the 
22d of November choſe out of their Body 
a Committee of twelve Gentlemen to

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plied, who unanimouſly agreed to lay it 
out in fortifying the Place; which they 
immediately ſet about with ſo much A-

Breaſt-Works and Batteries before the 
Avenues leading to the Town, from the 
South ro the North Seas, and planted 
thereon 99 Pieces of Cannon, which were 
taken from the Shipping in the Har 
bour, and had in Readineis 2000 Sul 
Arms and Plenty of Amunition ; which 
with the Aſſiſtance of the Sailors, who 
ſeldom fail in their Undertakings, were 
deteimin'd to defend the Town: tor thc 
Honour of the Governmcnt and their 
own Safety.

being bravely defended by Capt. Scott, 
having ſeveral Reinforcements ſent him 
and it being not in the Power of the 
Rebels to cut off the Communication by 
Sea, on the 14th they raiſed the Siege, 
and left the Garriſon in Poſſeſſion of all 
their Artillery. At this Time the Ciſtle 
of Blair had been attack'd by a party of

a moſt glorious Victory; which. I thirk 
would have. been more compleat, had 
their Mock Prince, with all his Clary 
engaged us: It alſo would have faved the

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The Day aſter the Battle, we were 
amuſed with a Report that the Rebels

in great Numbers; ſo that all the Goal; 
were ſoon full of Priſoners, not withſtand. 
ing the great Number that was ſhipp'd 
off for Newcaſtle, His Royal Highne(; 
the Duke of Cumberland was pleaſed to 
give his Protection to as many as retur- 
ned to their Obedience, by coming in and 
delivering up their Arms ; who were at 
Liberty to go to their Places of Abode; 


I will next proceed to give an Account 
of another memorable Defeat, which, on 
the 15th, one of their Chiefs the Far! 
of Cromartie, recciv'd by ſome of the 
loyal Clans, Vengeance being pronoun: 
ced againſt Lord Ray and his People, 
on account of the Haz rd Sloop, alredy 
taken Notice of; the Earl of Cromarit 
wa: ſent with a Detachment to deſtroy 
tis Country with Fire and Sword ; but 
he was himſelf turpriz'd and made Priſo- 
ner at Dun- Nohiu Caſtle, in the Manner 
following : After Lord Ray's People 
had ſurprized the Crew ot the [Hazard 
Sloop, and was r1cintorced by ſome f 
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the Monroes, and the Lord Sutherland's 
Militia, they engaged the Earl of Golſpy, 
ind took him and his Son the Lord 
Maeclt od, & c. Priſoners. 


Fnſign John Mackay, of the Farl of 
dus he: land's Militia, having kept a pri- 
vate Intelligence with ſome Perſon in 
his Lordſhip's Houſe at Dun- Robin, who 
gave me an Account of their ſetting out 
jor the intended Deſtruction: Mackay . 
nformed the loyaF Clans thereof, who 
toward off this threatened Blow, aſſem- 
bled and poſted themſelves in private 
Places; the Rebels purſuing their Deſign, 
paſt them undiſcovered, and was followed 
by the Far] and ſome other Chiefs. 
Mackay having received the proper Sig- 
mal from the Top of the Tower of that 
Houſe, ran with 26 Men down to the 
Water of Coiſpy; as the Body of the 
Rebels, cor fiſting of about 400, had 
marched ſome Diſtance before Lord 
(romar'ie, &c. Mackay with his Men 
got betwixt the Officers and the main 
body, and by firing briskly on them, 
drove the Officers to Dun-Robin ; who 


Gg ſecured 
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iccured the Gates, and by ringing a. Bell 
Ol) the Lower, and diſplaying a white 
Flag, gave the Alarm to their Men to 
tetumn to their Relief. In the, mean 
Iime Aackay having diſpatched. five 
Ni en to call the loyal Clans. from their 
different Stations to his Aſſiſtance, tell 
upon the Rebels in their Return to 
Dun Robin, who perceiving the Militia 
coming down from the Hills in ſuch 
Numbers, and deſpairing of Succeſs, 
dircaly made the beſt of their Way to 
the little Ferry; but Lord v#utheriand's 
Men purſued them fo cloſe, that by 
drowning and firing, they Killed abcut 
fiſty of them, and took 164 Priſonen; 
alter which they returned to Hun- Nobis, 
where Mackay directly asked Leave to 
{peak to the Eatl of Gromartte ; which 
being granted, he told him plainly, That 
it he did not ſurrender the Houſe, the 
Numbcrs that were without would blow 
irup Lord Gromariie asked half an 
Hour to conſider of it; but on finding 
that his Men were moſtly Kill'd or taken 
and that jt was impoſlible for him and 


his im ell Party to hold out, the Gate 
was 
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was opened, and Lord Sutherlaud's Men 
took Poſſeſſion of the Houſe, dilarm- 
ed and made Priſoners the Farl aad 
thoſe with him, and immediately ſent 3

His Father's 
Death leaving him too focn at Liberty 
to be his own Maſter, and the Indulgence 
that is generally given to young Noble— 
men added to the natural Spiightlincfy 
ol his Temper, toon gave him an A verſion 
to a rigorous Study of Letters, though 
he had made ſome Progteſs in Claſſical 
Learning, and had acquired ſome toler- 
able Notion of thilolophy and the Ma- 
thematicks; but there was too much of 
the Volatile in his Diſpoſition, to con- 
tinue long at Exerciſes that required 
Appli- 
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Application : He was more happy in 
acquiring thoſe which are called genteel 
Accompliſhments ; ſuch as Riding, 
Fencing, Dancing and ſome Muſick; in 
all which he excelled, and was efteemed 
by Men of Taſte, a polite Gentleman. 


When he came to the Eſtate, it was 
pretty much incumder'd, and a great Part 
of the old Patrimony alienated : The 
Earl's Diſpoſition was by no Means cut 
out for improving it by Parfimony ; on 
the contrary, as his Income was infiniately 
ſhort of what the Generoſity, or rather 
the Profuſeneſs of his Diſpoſition would 
prompt him to ſpend, he found his Af- 
fairs daily growing worſe, and therefore 
thought of bettering his Circumſtanoss 
by an advantageous Match: To this Pur- 
poſe he fixed his Eyes upon Lady Ann 
Levenſton, Daughter of James Earl of 
Linlithgow and Callender, a young Lady 
of conſiderable Fortune, and great Beau- 
ty. The Earl made his Addreſſes to 
the Lady, but her Friends, who knew 
the low Ebb of the Earls Fortune, reſu- 
led their Conſent: However his Lord» 


ſhip's 
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ſhip's agrecable Perſon and genteel Ad. 


drels, raited a Friend for him in the 
Lady's Boſom who married him with- 
out her Mother's Conſent. 


_ His Lordſhip's Exceſſes added to the 
Charge of a Family, reduced the Eſtate 
1o low, that it was not now ſufficient to 
ſupport them with any tolerable Decen- 
ey; his Lordſhip was therefore obliged 
to apply to the Minigry for a Penſion, 
which he obtain'd, and has ever ſince 
enjoy'd it. 


It does not appear to me that the Earl 
was in the originial Deſign of the Rebel- 
lion, for I believe it was far adyanced 
before his Lordſhip ſo much as thought of 
Joining them. But his Lady happening 
to be at Eaiuburgh when the young Pre- 
tender enter'd that City, ſhe was charm- 
ed with the Gaiety of his military Court, 
and the Aﬀability with which he treated 
her and all the Ladies: The Counteſs

CHARLES RATCLIFFE, Eſq; 

was the younger Brother of the un- 
bappy Earl of De: wentwatcr, who ſuſ- 
fered for the Rebellion in 1715: They 
were the Sons cf Sir Francis Ratcliffe, 
by Mary Tudor, natural Daughter to 
King Charles II. by Mary Davis, de- 
ſcended from the ancient and noble Fa- 
mily of the Ratcliffes, Earls of Suſſex. 
He was a Priſoner in Newgate, and un- 
der Sentence of Death, when his Bro- 
ther ſuffered, and after receiving ſeveral 
Reprieyes, made his Eſcape. from thence 
when his Life was in no Danger. He 
went immediately to France, from thence. 
to Rome, and afterwards returned to 
Paris, where he married the Widow of 
Lord Newburn, by whom he had a Son 
who embarked with his Father in Fa- 
vour of the late Expedition, and were 
taken by his Majeſty's Ship the Sheer- 
neſs, already taken Notice'of, and con- 
fined iome Time a Priſoner with him in 
the Tower, frem whence, on Friday pr" 
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21ſt of November, he was brought under 
a ſtrong Guard to the Court of King's 
Bench in ſeſtmiuſter- (ll, to be arraig- 
ned on his Sentence in the Year 1716, 
when he eſca out of Newgate, He 
. pleaded that he was a Subject of France, 
in which Country he had reſided 30 Years 
and had his Commiſſion ; and that he was 
not Charles Ratcdifſe, meaning that he 
was Earl of Der wand water; then a Ju- 
ry was impanelled to find him the identi- 
cal Perſon. On Satrrday the 22d, Mr 
Ratcliffe being brought up to the Bar 
of the Court of King's Bctch, was again 
arraigned, but refuſed to hold up his 
Hand, or acknowledge any Juriſdiction 
but to the King of trance, inſiſting on 
a Commiſſion he had in his Pocket 
from the French King and appealed to 
his Siciliun Majeſty's Miniſter, who was 
pycſent in Court; but on hearing his for- 
mer Indictment and Convidion, which 
were read to him, he ſaid, he was not 
Charles Ratchffe therein named, but 
that he was the Farl of Derwent water ;

affidavit not proving ſatisfactory, be- 
cauſe the Priſoner did not therein aver, 
that he was the Perſon formerly attaint- 
ed; a Jury was impanelled, one of whom 
he challenged peremptorily, which the 
Court dijallow'd ; then the reſt of the 
Jury were ſworn, and after a clear Evi- 
dence of the Idenity of the Perſon in Be- 
half of the Crown the Priſoner produe- 
ing none on his Part, the Jury withdrew 
about ten Minutes ard then brought ig 
their Verdict, that he was the fame 
Charles Ratcliffe, who was convicted of 
Treaſon in the Year 1716.
